Mr. Kershaw in Interview Points 
Out Necessity of Two Govern- 
ments Co-operating 



LIE public sittings of tho fisheries 
commission which is .to investi- 
gate the fisheries of British Col- 
umbia in all phases will commence 
in this city on November ftli uexl, 
and <>n November Uth sittings will be 
held in the stale of Wushiugtou at ti 
point vet lit 1"' selected. At this latter 
meeting the international inspect of the 
fisheries mi the Pacific coast will be 
deall with, the enquiry embracing the 
proposals for joint regulations for clos- 
ed seasons, international hatcheries, and 

other regulations for tin itrol of t lie 

fisheries of thn: nit tn tliej affect Can- 
ada and the United States. On No- 
vember 1 Ith uud IDtb the commission 
will sn at New Westminster and at 
Vancouver on tho LOth and 17th. The 
commission will then return to Victoria 
and sit here again on the IMst and 22ud, 
going to Nanaimo then to hold sittings 
on the l!.">nl and 24th of November, and 
n sitting will bo held at the Cowichan 
district, presumably at Dirncnus, on 
November 27tb. Those dates are lia- 
ble to change, if this is made necessary 
bv the need of more extended sessions 
tit any of the points named. Other ar- 
rangements will he made later. 

Yesterday the prenilimiiinry meeting 
for the consideration of the arrange- 
ments of the coin mission wits continued, 
with Prof. E. A. Prince ns chairman. 
This meeting, like the previous one, was 
held in camera. The dates were cho- 
sen for the sittings us above, and some, 
of the headings under which investiga- 
tions are to lie carried out were consid- 
ered. It is expected that these prelim- 
inary meetings will bo necessary for 
some days, as there is much to do in this 
connection, as tho commission is to en- 
ouire not alone into the salmon fisher- 
ies, but also the halibut, herring, oyster, 
in fact all the fisheries of the province. 
It is expected that the commission will 
last for many months, perhaps for a 
year. The commissioners will hear all 
the fuels that can be laid before them by 
those interested in various branches of 
the fishing industry and when the sal- 
mon run commences next slimmer per- 
sonal observations will he made, the 
trans and canneries of the province he-; 
ing visited by the commissioners. 

Personnel of Commission 
Prof. E. A. Prince, P.. A.. K. U. C. S., i 
general inspector of the Canadian fish- 
eries, is at the head of the commission. 
Other commissioners are .1. I'. Bnbeock, 
lisherv commissioner for British Colum- 
bia: <;. \Y. Taylor, of Wellington, a 1 >o- 
minion fisheries inspector; Richard Hall. 
M.P.P.. of Victoria; Campbell Sweeney, 
of Vancouver, and .1. ('. Brown, of New 
Westminster. .1. ( '. Mackintosh, of this 
citv. is secretary to the commission. 

T. II. Kershaw, fishery commissioner 
for the state of Washington, interview- 
ed at Vancouver on Tuesday, said; 

"We are all ready, waiting for the 
word from your commission, which I 
believe is sitting in Victoria, for the 
holding of the joint nieeting with lish- 
erv representatives of our state. The 
preservation of the industry ami t lie 
propagation of tho sockeyes will doubt- 
less lie considered when such a session is 
held, and we would like to have some 
recognition given our proposals t<, either 
build a hatchery on the Frasor or assist 
in the building and maintenance of .me. 
So far our overtures have not been fa- 
vorably received. The whole object is 
lo better the industry, for the fishermen 
and ca miws are at last beginning to take 
serious action." 

"If that is the case, why did your leg- 
islature defeat the law providing for 
idose alternate years'.'" was iiHked. 
U. S. Canners Are Supremo 
"If von understand legislatures on out- 
side." Mr. Kershaw answered, "you will 
rendilv know how such a thin;; was 
possible. 1 thought that anything rec- 
ommended by the Pllgel Sound fan- 
ners' association was about as good as 
'uw. Inn the seiners :i t el gill-netters 
developed greal strength. Then, too, 
the measure was proposed in the dos- 
i nir days of the session. .My own opin- 
ion is that the best way to speedily 
build up tht sockeye industry is to 
have close seasons, such as were pro- 
mised for 1901! and I "JOS, and if during 
the next three vears no salmon fishing 
were allowed, there would be good 
runs afterward. That is, if proper at- 
tention is paid to the propagation of 
the lisli ill the hatcheries, and it looks 
as if, t his will he the case. The greal 

br ling place ot i lie sockeye is on the 

Praser river, and 1 cannot see why 
Washington state should not be allowed 

to co- -ate in the mutter of a hatch- 

erv in those waters. 

'•There's one thing, if the close alter- 
nate liars law was defeated, we made 
a start in establishing a weekly close 
seas, ,n of lit, hours.

BOUND IN MOROCCO. 

Franco-German Negotiations Reach a 
Sticking Point.

— Word of 
a Tartnr outrage has just reached here. 
Armenians with their women and chil- 
dren occupying live wagons were at- 
tacked as thev lied from Shusha to 
.avoid the Tarinrs. A fierce fight fol- 
lowed, in which the majority of the 
Armenian men lost their lives. The 
Armenian women were carried off by the 
Tartars. 

At Bnsba yesterday 2.000 rioters at- 
tacked a mail and passenger train 
guarded wdiile in the depot bv a heavy 
detachment of soldiers. Others at- 
tempted to seize the mails, when the 
soldiers opened lire, killing many. 



ALICE AND THE EMPEROR. 

Miss Roosevelt Dines With His Maj- 
esty of Korea and Court. 

Seoul, Sept. 20. — Tho Emperor, for 
the first time during his reign, 
lunched with foreigners today, giving 
first an audience to Mtss Alice Roose- 
velt and Rear-Admiral Train. Amer- 
ican Minister Morgan escorted Miss 
Roosevelt to the banquet hall, where 
they sat with the crown prince and 
the Imperial princess. The other 
members of the party were Hist rib 
uted at small tables with members 
of the ministry and generals of the 
army. The Kmperor toasted the 
daughter of the President, nnd MY. 
Morgan replied for Miss Roosevelt, 
wishing long life to the Kmperor. 
After the luncheon, which consisted 
of native foods, Miss Roosevelt re- 
ceived the Korean cabinet and other 
high officials.

JIM HILL'S GOOD ADVICE. 

President of Great Northern Addresses 
Farmers at County "air. 

Preston, Minn., Sept. 20. — Declaring 
that the Panama canal would be an 
expensive toy that would be of little 
use in extending American foreign 
trade. President J. J. Hill of the Great 
Northern Railway today, In tin ad- 
dress to the farmers of Southern 
Minnesota at the Fillmore county fair, 
advised tho farmers of the Northwest 
not to be deluded Into thinking that 
government control Of railroads would 
reduce rates. 

President Hill condemned graft. In 
private and public lire. He said a 
protective tariff would not create mow 
markets or Increase selling prices. 
The main good that farmers could 
secure was reduced transportation 
rates. Reduced rates would follow 
Increased markets, because on a busi- 
ness basis railroads could haul goods 
cheaper If there were more goods 
shipped. Railroad rates would de- 
cline more slowly tinder government 
control than If fixed by Intelligent 
managers of railroads. ; HoweveY, it 
was right that tho government should 
secure fair treatment and prevent dis- 
crimination. 

President Hill said the Orient was 
the future market for Northwest pro- 
ducers. To secure that market Amer- 
icans needed to Increase their foreign 
carrying facilities and to cease offend- 
ing tho Chinese.

| not lie allowed to the publications named 
I In the following list if they wen- published 
I in Canada, and that unless said publica- 
tions when received in Canada are prepaid 
by means of United States postage stamps, 
at the rate applicable In the Halted States 
to miscellaneous pi-luted matter, they will 
lie returned to the United .States. An or- 
der has been Issued by the department In 
conformity wltn the Canadian govern- 
ment's a nnnunci meat ." 

The list of excepted publications Includes 
periodicals printed at Augusta, Watervllle 
and Portland, in .Maine; Philadelphia, New 
York, Iloston, Chicago, .Minneapolis, Des

Manufacturers of cotton piece goods have 
orders os Land for the Chinese trade that 
will keep them busy up to .Inly of next 
year. These orders were placed prior to 
tut' time the boycott against American 
goods was proclaimed by Chinese mer- 
chants. 

■Since the boycott became effective not an 
order has been received by American man- 
ufacturers of cotton goods demanded in 
China. This Is shown conclusiTCly by re- 
ports made to transportation companies In- 
terested in the trade. The curtailment of 
orders for American cotton Roods Is coinci- 
dent with the action of Chinese firms in 
dropping American trade la all other Hues. 

On the authority of a high railroad of- 
ficial In touch with tne Chinese trade it 
was stated that the effect of the boycott 
had already been felt lu the transporta- 
tion business. Though the boats of the 
companies urc going out loaded, they are 
carrying goods consigned principally to 
Japanese jiorts. The Chinese trade is fall- 
ing off and Is certain to be curtailed heav- 
ily unless a new treaty and a revision of 
the exclusion law are granted. 

Trade with Japan, showing a remark- 
able increase. Is preventing the steamship 
companies from feeling the effect as keen- 
ly <is they would under normal conditions 
in Japan. There lias already been felt 
the effect of the close of the war In de- 
mands for space to ship into Vladivostok 
and North Chinese ports controlled by the 
Japanese. 

It is stated that the North China and 



Vladivostok trade shows signs of hnnie- 
(dlute Improvement so great that the Great 
'Northern will likely have to add ;.. its 
fleet of special charters to handle the traf- 
fic. The authoritative announcement was 
made today that the Minnesota lias been 
booked full for her next sailing and the 
only question to confront traffic officials 
of the line will be in selecting the ship- 
ments to go out on her November 5. 

In filling the Minnesota the Chinese trade 
still plays a part, for contract goods nre to 
be forwarded, which will be lost as soon 
as the earlier awards arc flllcd. In the 
cotton goods trade, for instance, the or- 
ders will he tilled about the time a lull 
comes In tne Oriental trade next year, and 
the loss of this traffic will bo felt keenly 
by steamship companies engaged in Ori- 
ental business.

He would also advo- 
cate Canada having; full treaty-making 
powers. It Is stated that at the same 
meeting nt which Mr. Monk expressed 
these views other gentlemen spoke In 
favor of the independence of the prov- 
ince of Quebec. We can understand 
a leader in the province of Quebec 
desiring to popularize his party In the 
way suggested, but his programme Is 
an impossibility for the rest of Can- 
ada. We all believe In a good politi- 
cal platform; but it must be sound. 
Canada has gone about as far In the 
directions Indicated as Is sjile, and 
certainly there Is little In the success 
of either Australia or New Zealand 
to encourage Canada to follow their 
example. The idea of Canadian in- 
dependence has always been , popular 
in Quebec, at least among certain 
sections of it, but the tendency gener- 
ally In Canada is in favor of, rather 
than opposed to, closer union with 
the Mother Country, and when we 
ask for the treaty- making power we 
practically cut the last tie that binds 
us to Great Britain.

OIL AT TIAN HARBOR. 

Sir— The oil excitement Which -has late- 
ly been prevalent in the Kootcna; district 
has struck us also at Queen Charlotte Isl- 
ands, it Ivns had the effect of causing 
people to look up the tar deposits at Tlan 
Harbor, and lias led to a great deal of 
prospecting. Tins has brought out the fact 
that we luive more and better oil pos- 
sibilities than we .hail supposed, and al- 
though so far everytJdag is lu <a mere 
prospecting condition, and not a single 
barrel of oil lias yet been produce'!, yet 
the signs and possibilities for oil ilelds 
In this district are uulte hopeful and prom- 
ising. Tills year licenses have already 
been applied for to prospect over 10,000 
acres. The place where the tar depotdts 
and seepages are found is located between 
Tlan Point and Sisk. The strata are 
sandstones ami bituminous shale. The 
shales at certain places contain a quan- 
tity Of fossil shells of suit water origin. 
A ' bed of coarse brown conglomerate is 
seen cropping up above ground at differ- 
ent places intermixed with thin seams of

It 
would set-in that this oily tar comes from 
finore or less independent fissures in the 
shales, and the latter are, as I have pre- 
viously mated, of a strictly marine origin, 
In which marine organisms are to be found. 
This bituminous zone, well saturated with 
bituminous matter, has already been traced 
along its outcrop for ten miles or more. 
The tar rocks in places arc heavily impreg- 
nated with this liquid bituminous matter, 
and at times the natives have awed H as 
pitch for pitching their boats and canoes. 
Four years ago I obtained two gallons 
from one rook without blasting or even 
breaking It: I found it flowing oat of the 
hole, and scooped up only all that I could 
conveniently obtain.

The first 'business before the meeting 
was a communication from J. P. Burgess, 
thanking the staff of Mie -hospital for the 
kind treatment accorded 'his son wkllu 
there. Received ami Hied. 

The report of the resident medical offf 
eer showed tQie total number of patients 
to be 143; admitted, 103; free patients 
treated, 63; total number of days' stay, 
3,'io.i; dolly average, 56.29. Received and 
filed. 

A number of probationers made appli- 
cation for admittance to the hospital, 
which was granted. 

The finance committee reported as fol 
Jows: 

Accounts for the month of August 
were examined and approved for payment, 
amounting to $1,800.81. 

The salaries for the same month, 
amounting to $990.20, were paid to due 
•ante. 

Tho total days' stay for August was 
1,705, aud the salaries paid anil accounts 
[payable give an average cost per patient 
per diem of $1.03. 

i-flyment of the account of the Victoria 
water works, $42.30, being the supply f,>i 
the .month of August, was withheld, as wc 
consider it extortionate and fall to so 1 
where that amount of water could have 
■possibly been used. We therefore rocom 
■mend that the house committee be request 
od to fully Investigate this matter. 

It was decided to refer the clause deal- 
ing with the water 1,111 to the bouse com- 
mittee and adopt the remainder. 

The bouse committee's report, which Is 
as follows, was discussed at some length: 

"Your bouse committee beg to report 
having considered the tilling of the vacan- 
cy caused by the resignation of the stew- 
ard and to recommend that a change be 
made in that department. We have goiu 
into this matter thoroughly, and have con 
eluded that n housekeeper can be employed 
to advantage. 

Housekeeper and Wardmaids 
"Having arrived at these conclusions, we 
Caused an advertisement to appear In the 
Dally Colonist on 2:ird August, stating that 
applications for the position of house- 
keeper would he received by the secretary 
up to the 9th Instant. Only three were re 
celved, aud after due inquiry and confer 
eaces In two eases, we have decided to 
recommend Mrs. M. Williams for the posi- 
tion. She is prepared to undertake tho 
duties at a salary commencing at tlie rate 
of $30 i>er month. 

"We present herewith a letter received 
from Miss Kate Farrlngton. ward maid, 
who advises that she has been employed at 
the hospital for three years, and asks foi 
nn advance In .salary to $20 per month. 
After consultation with the matron, and 
learning tfhe great difficulty experienced 
in getting ward maids at the present sal 
ary of $15 per month, we would recom- 
mend that Miss Harrington's application be 
acceded to, and that tin; other ward maids 
receive a corresponding increase." 

B, A. Lewis pointed out that to appoint 
a housekeeper In the place of a steward, 
It woidd be necessary to alter the const! 
tutlon; hut aside from that, he was strong- 
ly in favor of the change. 

In connection wlt'h the third clause, 
Alex. Wilson was of the opinion that the 
work of ward maid should be done by the 
probationary nurses. In all the hospitals 
in San Francisco the nurses had to begin 
at tie bottom as ward maids and work 
their way up. He thought that it would 
be better to pay the probationers $o pel 
month, than to be bothered with China 
•men. as they are at present. He would 
oppose the application for an increase. 

10. A. Lewis did not desire to see the 
nurses degrade themselves by having to 
wash windows and scrub floors. 
The report was finally adopted. 
A communication from the resident modi 
cal officer requesting additional help in 
the laundry, was received, stating that it 
•Was Impossible at present to have the 
work done in time- to change the bedding.

THE FIRST RAILWAY. 

I The hiMory of railway development 
naturally possesses a peculiar interest to 
ourselves as being the pioneers and 
builders of the first railway in the world. 
As everybody knows, this was the old 
Stockton nnd Darlington Railway, open- 
ed in 1825, and closely followed' hy the 
Liverpool and Manchester Railway in 
1820. It may not he generally known 
however, that Ml the instigation of King 
Leopold I., .Messrs. Simons and De Itid- 
(Jer, two well-known engineers, wen 
sent: over from Belgium as early as the 
year 1831 for the express purpose of 
studying and reporting on the working 
of these railways, nnd Hint, owing to the 
very satisfactory nature or their report, 
•tlie elgian parliament voted some S1H,- 

000. 000 francs for the purpose of con- 
structing railways in Belgium. In spite 
of tremendous opposition, not only from 
the general public but from men of the 

[ highesl intellectual standing, and of tlie 

1. m-any ridiculous statements advanced ns 
to the result, of the advent of the loco- 
motive, the first Belgian railway -was in- 
augurated in the year 1835 — to bo cor- 
'i'eet, on May 5, in that year; Belgium 
thus being Hie first continental nation 
lo estaibllsh a railway system. The rail- 
way was from Brussels to Mnllnes, a 
distance of about 21 kilometres. It did 
not "ruin agriculture and cause tlie 
death of the cattle grazing in the Acids,
